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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments received 10/17/05 with 
respect to claims 1 and 2 have been considered but they are not persuasive. 

The recitation of the "thermal-element" in claims 1 and 2 has not been given patentable weight because, as admitted by the Applicant in 
the specification (page 4, line 19) of the instant application, a "thermo-element or PT100-based measurement instrument" is well known in 
the art. Further, a "thermo-element" is deemed to be inherent with a thermomeler. The mere application of a known technique to a specific 
instance by those skilled in the art would have been obvious. Therefore, the rejections filed 04/04/05 (non-final rejection) stand. 
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
